States to dictate the naval policy of 
the world In the future through dem­ 
onstration of ability to overw helm ing­ 
ly outstrip rival construction, is equal­ 
ly manifest.

gramme Fails in the Senate. 
W ashington, April 28.— By an over 
whelming vote President Roosevelt’s 
four battleship program m e failed in 
the senate, just as it did in the house. 
The am endm ent for four battleships 
was Introduced by Senator Piles and 
the fight for its adoption was led by 
Senator 
Beveridge. 
Twenty-three 
: votes 
were cast 
for the 
increased 
programme, the num ber largely being 
I m ade up of recently elected senators. 
Fifty senators voted to support the 
house, and the recom m endation of the 
senate nnval com m ittee in favor of 
building only two battleships. 
The debate on the battleship am end­ 
ment lasted three days, to the exolu 
I sion of all other m atters. 
It was be 
gun hv Senator Beveridge with an 
eloquent appeal for the support of the 
president and a suggestion that the 
larger navy might he needed for war. 
Members of the com m ittee upbraided 
the Indiana senator for this veiled 
hint of war with another country, and 
sought to m ake him admit that he 
m eant Japan. 
At tim es the discussion came near 
being acrimonious, especially sharp ex­ 
changes occurring betw een Senators 
Aldrich and Beveridge. 
The form er’s 
references to Mr. Beveridge excited 
Senator Smith of Michigan to protest 
against 
the 
senate 
cham ber 
being 
“made a slaughter house for the young 
senator from Indiana.” 
It was developed by Senator Alli­ 
son during the debate that there is a 
well defined understanding among the 
senate leaders for the authorization 
of two battleships each 
year until 
the American navy is regarded as suf­ 
ficient to meat any dem ands that may 
be m ade upon it. 
As finally passed 
the bill cairies appropriations aggre­ 
gating $123,115,1)59, and provides for 
the construction of two battleships 
and two colliers and the purchase of

colliers,

subm arines

necossary craft, and increases the pay 
of officers and enlisted men, as well 
as increasing both the pay and the 
strength of the m arine corps.

But the Total Death List From Torna­

New Orleans, April 28.— W ith about 
325 newly made graves distributed

that the death list in the three stales 
will not exceed 3.10.

Great 8ea Fighters W ith the Idea 


of Having the United States Dictate 


the Naval Pal icy of the World. 


W tishington, April 28.—Two battle­ 
ships a year is what President Roose­ 
velt says he has accomplished through 
his fight for his naval programme. 
Had he been victorious In having four 
such ships authorized at this session, 
the United States could have dictated 
terms of disarm am ent to the nations 
of the world. 
This statem ent Just 
made is understood to reveal the 
president’s source of strength In the 
□aval fight which has been waged so 
strenuously. 
Furtherm ore, two ships 
this year, with the promise of two 
ships each year to follow, which the 
president has accepted as a bonaflde 
stipulation on the part of the senate, 
means simply a programme which 
will place the United States in the 
front ranks of naval progression, but 
which fails to place it in the position 
of dictating a cessation of naval ag­ 
gression. 
T hat the president, on the whole, 
Is pleased with the result of his ef­ 
forts with congress on this subject 
was made m anifest; that he firmly be­ 
lieves in the ability of the United 
States to dictate the naval policy of 
the world in the future through dem­ 
onstration of ability to overwhelming­ 
ly outstrip rival construction, is equal­ 
ly m anifest. 
President Roosevelt wanted four 
battleships this year. 
He got two. 
With the two he obtained the promise 
that two more would be forthcoming 
each year. 
This means, considering 
the 
dim ensions of 
the 
battleships 
which modern construction dictates, 
that the United States shall keep fully 
abreast of the naval arm am ent of any 
other nation. 
The friends of the president are 
flushed with what they regard as a 
signal 
victory for his International 
policies and the details of this victory 
are freely given and declared to re 
fleet 
the 
exuberance 
of 
President 
Roosevelt. 


BY OVERWHELMING VOTE. 


President’s 
Four 
Battleship 
Pro- 
gram m s F a ils in the Senate. 
W ashington, April 28.—By an over­ 
whelming vote President Roosevelt’s 
four battleship programme failed in 
the senate, just as it did in the house. 
The am endm ent for four battleships 
was introduced by Senator Piles and 
the fight for its adoption was led by 
Senator 
Beveridge. 
Twenty-three 
votes were cast for the increased 
programme, the num ber largely being 
made up of recently elected senators. 
Fifty senators voted to support the 
house, and the recommendation of the 
senate naval committee in favor of 
building only two battleships. 
The debate on the battleship am end­ 
ment lasted three days, to the exclu­ 
sion of all other m atters. 
It was be­ 
gun by Senator Beveridge with an 
eloquent appeal for the support of the 
president and a suggestion that the 
larger navy might be needed for war. 
Members of the com m ittee upbraided 
the Indiana senator for this veiled 
hint of war with another country, and 
sought to make him admit that he 
meant Japan. 
At times the discussion came near 
being acrimonious, especially sharp ex­ 
changes occurring between Senators 
Aldrich and Beveridge. 
The form er’s 
references to Mr. Beveridge excited 
Senator Smith of Michigan to protest 
against 
the 
senate chamber 
being 
“made a slaughter house for the young 
senator from Indiana.” 
It was developed by Senator Alli­ 
son during the debate that there is a 
well defined understanding among the 
senate leaders for the authorization 
of two battleships each year until 
the American navy is regarded as suf­ 
ficient to m eet any demands that may 
be made upon It. 
As finally passed 
the bill carries appropriations aggre­ 
gating $128,115,659, and provides for 
the construction of two battleships 
and two colliers and the purchase of 
three 
additional 
colliers, 
the 
con­ 
struction of 
subm arines and 
other 
necessary craft, and increases the pay 
of officers and enlisted men, as well 
as increasing both the pay and the 
strength of the m arine corps.

But the Total Death List From T orna­ 


does in Louisiana, M ississippi and 


Alabam a W ill H a rdly Exceed Three 


Hundred and Fifty. 


New Orleans, April 2S.—With nbout 
325 newly made graves distributed 
broadcast

width of Louisiana, Mississippi and 
Alabama, the dead in Friday’s torna­ 
does have been m ostly cared for, and 
it is possible to say with accuracy 
that the death list in the three states 
will not exceed 350. 
The few who

possibly a score of the 200 most se­ 
riously injured in hospitals through­ 
out the state. 
The remaining injured, 
numbering about 1,000, are reported 
on the road to recovery. 
The gravity 
of the situation now centers in the 
problems of the living, namely, hun 
ger and shelter.

en town is reported to have eaten 
literally its last meal and is relying 
on charity for its supply.

ly the great territory over which the 
stricken districts were scattered lei>

for

unharmed 
neighbors,

through the centers of want, to fur 
nish relief more quickly and effective­ 
ly than would have been possible had 
the force of the storm s been confined 
to one continuous strip of country. 
Cities, little and big, on all sides of 
the tornado belt, made rapid prepara 
tion8 to ship supplies and money into 
the tornado 
district.

Orleans 
started 
a

subscription 
and 
shipped food to Amite, the worst dam­ 
aged town in this state. 
Amite was the town which reported 
its food supply practically exhausted 
Otherwise the little town was making 
rapid progress tow ard rehabilitation. 
At Purvis, Miss., cook stoves were 
about tho most valuable asset in the 


community. 
A few of them had been 
resurrected from the wreckage and 
under the direction of the authorities 
their use was loaned first to one fam­ 
ily and then to another. 
T hree more deaths at the Natchez 
charity hospital make a total of IIG 
for the territory embraced in the tor­ 
nado’s path from Black River, La., 
through Concordia Parish, La., and the 
counties of Adam and Jefferson in 
Mississippi.

W ashington, April 28.—The keyed 
up house rules to m eet the Democratic 
filibuster reacted to shut out a m es­ 
sage President Roosevelt had prepared 
and planned to have read in that body. 
It was found impossible to untangle 
the snarl of motions to get the house 
out of com m ittee of the whole ana 
back Into the sam e com m ittee and 
also to recess and finally to cover the 
point of no quorum long enough to 
have the president’s m essage received, 
much less read. 
His secretary, Mr. 
L atta, who had waited for an hour in 
the corridor, was turned away with 
the message under his arm, and made , 
his way to the senate. 
It was with an eye single to po- 
litical capital that the house proceed- j 
ed 
throughout the day. 
The little ; 
that was accomplished was made the ; 
vehicle 
for 
political 
discussion. 
A 
resolution was passed authorizing the 
news print paper investigating com-! 
m ittee to spend the necessary funds 
j 
to carry on the investigation, but not 
until the expediency of that investi­ 
gation had been discussed. 
Mr. Will­ 
iams, the m inority leader, character­ 
ized it a method of delay, while Re­ 
publican speakers m aintained it was 
being made in good faith and that a 
report would be made at the present 
session should the Democratic filibus­ 
ter permit members of the committee 
to do their work. 
The sundry civil appropriation bill 
was taken up and three of the eight 
hours decided on for general debate 
were used. 
In this tim e Mr. Tawney 
showed that the house had cut appro­ 
priations $110,000,000; Mr. Rodenberg, 
Illinois, held the Democratic record of 
the past few years up to ridicule and 
undertook to show’ that m aterial prog­ 
ress had been made under Republican 
rule. 
Mr. 
M arshal, 
North 
Dakota, 
criticised the Aldrich currency bill; 
Mr. Spright, M ississippi, urged con­ 
gress to refund to Southern states the 
$60,000,000 collected in cotton taxes 
during the Civil war, and Mr. Shackel­ 
ford, Missouri, took Republicans gen­ 
erally to task and specifically criticised 
the shortage in the St. Louis sub­ 
treasury. 


BUT SCANT ATTENTION. 


Given by Senate and House to Presi­ 
dent’s Message. 
W ashington, April 
28.—Conditions 
in both the senate and the house were 
such that the special m essage of' the 
president, further outlining his view’s 
as to legislation, which was sent to 
congress, received but scant attention. 
The m essage arrived late in the day 
and the house wras so tied up under 
its new rules that it could not official­ 
ly receive the message, while the sen­ 
ate was in the m idst of the considera­ 
tion of the naval appropriation bill 
under the ten-m inute rule when the 
docum ent reached th at body. 
Unlike 
the house, the senate perm itted the 
formal presentation of the message, 
but it could not at th at tim e be laid 
before the senate and by the time the 
naval bill had been disposed of the 
hour was so late and the attendance 
so small that no attem pt was made to 
read the document. 
The first few 
lines only had been pronounced by 
the clerk when it was suggested that 
the further reading should be post­ 
poned for a day. 
This suggestion was 
adopted, and the senate adjourned. 


Missouri Town on Fire. 
La Platte, Mo., April 28.—With the 
one fire engine in the town rendered 
useless by an accident, the entire 
north side of the business square 
burned here, w’hile the citizens stood 
helpless, w atching a high east w’ind 
carry the flames westward toward the 
residence 
section.

doubling before the flames can be 
checked.

HEARING NEARLY ENDED. 


Inquiry Into Boat Company’s Methods 
Nearing Conclusion. 
W ashington, April 28.—The end of 
the inquiry by a special committee of 
the house into the legislative methods 
of the Electric Boat company is in 
sight. 
Practically all the oral evi­ 
dence has been heard and the com­ 
m ittee has listened to argum ents as 
to the scope of its authority in enforc­ 
ing its demands for the production of 
books and papers by the Electric Boat 
company, the Lake Torpedo Boat com­ 
pany and R epresentative George L. 
Lilley of Connecticut, the author of 
the resolution under which the in­ 
vestigation is being conducted. 
Frank T. Brown, a former member 
of the state senate of Connecticut, 
and counsel for R epresentative Lilley, 
first addressed the committee. 
The letters which Mr. Lilley has 
been asked to produce are to or from 
him to persons connected with Con­ 
necticut newspapers, and refer to the 
house, its officers and the committee, 
in connection with the investigation 
since Feb. I, 1908. 
Mr. Brow’n took the position that 
the committee had no authority to call 
for these letters, as they were not 
pertinent to the inquiry. 
Mr. Brown wjas frequently interrupt­ 
ed by members of the committee 
w’hose questions indicated that they 
thought the letters were pertinent.

valuation of property, especially in the ! 
residence district, when sidewalk and ! 
street improvements are made. The 
city will order a man to build a side­ 
walk in front of his property or will 
pave the street and make him pay for 
it when almost, if not quite, the entire 
benefit 
ta to the 
general 
publi \ 
This 
is, in itself, 
putting 
burden 
enough 
on 
him, 
especially 
when 
some other property, better situated, 
perhaps, for residence purposes, is not 
burdened in the same way, while its 
owner has the same use of the im 
provement in front of the other prop­ 
erty as the man who paid for the im­ 
provement. 
This would not be so bad 
did not the municipality go on and raise 
the valuation on the property which 
has already been taxed for the public 
benefit, and make the owner pay taxes 
on the special assessment, or more than 
the special assessments which he has 
already paid. 
“ This,“ he said, 
“ is one of the 
things which some of the owners of 
property on Oak street complain of. 
They think that they are doing enough 
for the public, both in city and country, 
if they pay for the paving without be­ 
ing comjielled to pay taxes on the im­ 
provement, which benefits them little, 
for all time to come.”

Postmaster Ingersoll has received no- j 
tire from the department that the re­ 
quest for an additional city carrier has 
been granted and that the service will 
be effective Friday, May 1st. 
Five 
carriers are now employed in the de­ 
livery of mail within the city limits and j 
while the service has been considered 
good that part of the city lying to the 
northeast, known as the mill district, 
and the district lying south of the 
Northern Pacific and east of the St. 
Paul track, known as Southeast Brain­ 
erd, has been receiving but one delivery 
daily, all other parts of the city within 
the delivery district being served twice 
The additional carrier will make it pos­ 
sible to give Southeast and Northeast 
Brainerd two daily deliveries of mail 
and will also enable the office to give 
an additional or third business delivery, 
something that has been necessary for 
some time but which has been an im­ 
possibility on account of lack of help. 
The additional business delivery will be 
made immediately after the arrival of 
the train from the north on the Min­ 
nesota & International and the train 
from Duluth. 
When the changes have been made 
and m atters adjusted to the new con­ 
ditions the entire city will he served 
twice daily and a business delivery will 
be made after the arrival of each mail 
during the day which will be as good 
service as any city in the land. 
The 
entire city will have to be redistricted 
and while the present carriers will each 
retain a part of the districts they have 
covered in the past there will be ma­ 
terial changes in the routes. 
Frank F. 
Russell, the senior substitute, will be 
appointed to the regular list and will 
have the district in Southeast Brainerd, 
which has heretofore been served by 
the mounted carrier once a day, and 
the mounted carrier will make the two 
daily deliveries in the mill district. 
The receipts of the office at the close 
of the year just passed show an in­ 
crease over the preceding year of $1,- 
435.65 and is steadily increasing. 
Post- 
office Inspector Munro who wa3 in the 
city the early part of April and who 
had the m atter in hand saw the neces­ 
sity for the additional carrier in order 
to handle the business in a manner that 
would give all parts of the city the ser­ 
vice that the patrons were entitled to 
and his recommendation to the depart­ 
ment was to that effect which was 
quickly acted upon. 
In addition to the above it may be of 
interest to note that it is now quite 
probable that the bill for an appropria­ 
tion for the new public building in this 
city will be passed at this session of 
congress. 
Congressman Lindbergh has 
succeeded in having the same included 
in the omnibus public buildings bill and 
it will be passed at the same time the 
others are.________________

“There seems to me a gross injur- 
tice in one of the customs of valuation 
of property in Brainerd and other 
cities/’ said a resident real estate 
owner to a Dispatch representative. 
“This is in the matter of adding to the 
valuation of property, especially in the 
residence district, when sidewalk and 
street improvements are made. The 
city will order a man to build a side­ 
walk in front of his property or will 
pave the street and make him pay for 
it when almost, if not quite, the entire 
benefit 
is to the

This is, in itself, 
putting 
burden 
enough 
on 
him, 
especially 
when 
some other property, better situated, 
perhaps, for residence purposes, is not 
burdened in the same way, while its 
owner has the same use of the im 
provement in front of the other prop­ 
erty as the man who paid for the im­ 
provement. This would not be so bad 
did not the municipality go on and raise 
the valuation on the property which 
has already been taxed for the public 
benefit, and make the owner pay taxes 
on the special assessment, or more than 
the special assessments which he has 
already paid. 
“ This,” he said, 
“ is one of the 
things which some of the owners of 
property on Oak street complain of. 
They think that they are doing enough 
for the public, both in city and country, 
if they pay for the paving without be­ 
ing compelled to pay taxes on the im­ 
provement, which benefits them little, 
for all time to come.”
